Tri-Town kids hiked around the ORR/ ORRJHS loop as 
fast as their legs would take them on the morning of Sat- 
urday, May 17, and it was all for a good cause.

The ages of the riders 
ranged from three to twelve. For the riders still on tricy- 
cles, an obstacle course was set up in the junior high staff 
parking lot. All riders were required to wear helmets. 

"Kathy Gauvin's six-year-old son had cancer, and 
the two of us started looking for ways to raise money for 
cancer research," said co-organizer Kathy Olden. "Thank- 
fully, her son is now in remission. For the past two years. 




weVe been able to raise about $10,000 each year. We only 
ask for a $10 registration fee for each rider, but they can 
raise money if they want. We encourage it of course. They 
get a t-shirt, a water bottle, lunch and they can get their 
face painted. We are raffling off a Nintendo Wii and a 
Garmin GPS as well." 

The event was sponsored by Stop and Shop, who 
provided the lunches for the riders. PMC has 32 different 
rides scheduled across Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New 
Hampshire and Maryland. 

"Last year, we had around 170 riders and we're 
hoping for close to 200 this year," said Ms. Olden. "Since 
we're on a Saturday, we're competing against baseball 
games and a lot of other stuff. Next year, we might try to 
have it on a Sunday. Fun 107 has been nice enough to DJ 
for us."

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found sharing his knowledge as a fitness and wellness 
trainer. To ask Derek a question about training is to open 
up a world of possibilities which all lead towards one 
coming closer to realizing the goal of unleashing the inner 
buff self we each possess. For people of all ages who don't 
believe that you can be as fit as a healthy twenty five year 
old, Mr. DeCosta has a message for you Tri-Towns; he 
believes in you and is willing to give you the tools to help 
you get there. He is also willing to do all of this for free. 

During his seventeen plus years of working in 
the field of health and wellness, Mr. DeCosta has seen 
a lot of what does work and a lot of what does not. He 
has worked in gyms owned by others and he has owned 
facilities of his own. He has worked with large groups of 
people and he has worked one on one with clients. "Over 
the years I have come to know a lot about this industry 
from wearing many hats in it. All too often the gym set- 
ting does not work for people. They sign up and get all 
of this attention in the beginning and then all of a sudden 
there is no one there to help,'' Mr. DeCosta said, looking 
back at some of his personal experiences. "The people 
joining the gym have good intentions when they join the 
gym, but without instruction and variety in the workouts, 
going to the gym becomes stagnant. I call this the hamster 
wheel effect. People see initial improvement, they reach a 
plateau and then they stagnate and stay in the same place, 
just spinning their wheels like a hamster. Pretty soon they 
become discouraged and quit going to the gym at all. I

give back to his community. He often volunteers his time 
to speak at high schools, youth groups, and senior centers, 
and has been known to drop everything he is doing to 
give impromptu wellness lessons to those who ask ques- 
tions.

we eat and the amount of exercise we do/' 

"When I tell people that I want to do this and do 
it for free, they look at me like I am crazy. But, for me it is 
like a tithe. It is my way to give back to my community in 
the best way I know how. The world has got to change how 
we view and treat one another and this is my contribution 
to that.'' 

Several months ago Mr. DeCosta became a 
member of Old Rochester Community Television for the 
express purpose of creating a wellness program that the 
people of the Tri-Towns could participate in simply by 
tuning in each week. The program encourages people to 
avoid the pitfalls of commercial gyms by literally becom- 
ing their own gym. 'The show is me giving the viewers 
my philosophies in a way that is easy to follow, and it 
is free of charge. There are seven parts, and they run in 
order covering stretching, diet, exercise, etc. so that, if 
they miss one, they can just tune in the next time and pick 
up at that point and follow along." Each show is as much 
a discussion as it is instruction, designed to break down 
complicated ideas into easy to understand concepts.

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time to see/' she says, explaining her paintings which 
have been described as giving little things — flowers, 
leaves, fruit, copper pots, or even marbles — a momentous 
quality. "It's fun to take things out of their ordinary set- 
ting and really look at them up close. The layers of color, 
the play of light, the abstract designs you don't usually 
see are all there; you begin to see the underlying design 
of nature in everything. I try to capture the meditation 
on the comforting peacefulness of this underlying design 
and celebrate the joy it brings — whether it's in the flow- 
ers growing in my garden in Rochester, the plants on the 
corner of the street in the Village, or the sea grapes in the 
Caribbean." 

When in Rochester, she and her husband live at the 
end of a private almost 2 mile-long dirt road that be- 
fuddles delivery trucks and visitors. "It seems like you're 
driving into nowhere when you go down the road," she 
said, "but there we are, tucked into a cove on Snipatuit 
Pond, with the blue herons, the otters, and of course 
the geese, which make it noisier at night than living on 
Bleeker Street." 

New York is a different picture, although she 
claims that Greenwich Village is quiet and "you can cross 
the street almost without having to look at traffic." "I get 
to have the best museums and galleries in the world as 
my playground; I get to meet the most interesting people 
— it all energizes my work and my life," she says.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease ? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies ?

See wgbh.org/cainan/article?item_ 
id=4291255. There are contaminants in detergents that 
have mild estrogenic effects. Many pharmaceutical 
compounds are designed to be biologically potent at low 
doses. Even harder to determine are the effect of mixtures 
of compounds, pharmaceuticals, anti-biotics, blood pres- 
sure medications, chemotherapy nuclear chemicals, even 
natural hormones like esterone and progesterone, and 
how that low dose cocktail may effect your individual 
body chemistry. Routine water testing does NOT gener- 
ally show these compounds. 

WeVe all heard of the "plume'' of pollution 
contaminating Cape Cod's water, so it may be in Mat- 
tapoisett that although your septic system is fine, you 
may be drinking the "plume" from failed septic systems 
in your area or even just chemicals that pass through 
a working septic system. Pregnant women and young 
children are particularly developmentally at risk. Another 
source of information on hormonally responsive cancers 
is silentspring.org/ our-research/ water-research. 

Look around town at some of our neighbors 
who are a little weird or too tall, too short or too fat. Ever 
wonder why? Ever wonder about the high rates of kids 
with ADD or of cancers? And all this is not even getting 
into the subject of chemical effects on the bay, the eel 
grass, the shell fish etc.

coal filters and have their water tested quarterly. Even so, 
they should be aware that the test does not show pharma- 
ceutical hazards in the drinking water. 

Public health, the safety of our drinking water, 
and the cleanliness of our bay should be public policy. It 
should not be optional. While a public sewer and water 
system are not the only way to achieve these goals, all 
residents who operate private septic systems and private 
wells should be held to a standard of health and safety 
equal to the Town and State standards. The Board of 
Health should be testing septic system and well water 
and enforcing regulations, for the health of all residents 
(including those who do not vote - children and summer 
residents).

Angels & Demons. Starring Tom Hanks and Ewan McGregor. Directed 
by Ron Howard. Running time: 140 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

It must be terrific fun to be a symbologist. When you're not 
writing dry books only three people ever read, you're skipping around 
the globe on someone else's dime, racing to solve mysteries, hanging 
out with fetching European women, and making everyone around 
you look like slack-jawed yokels as you decode things based on arcane 
pictographs only you and your three readers have even heard of. Of 
course, people are always trying to kill you, and if I were you I wouldn't 
go into an airtight archive where the oxygen is controlled by electricity 
unless I were damn sure they're not going to be cutting the power 
randomly all over the city. 

In Angels & Demons, Tom Hanks' Robert Langdon does all of 
this and more. Hanks has a better haircut than he did in his previous 
Langdon opus The Da Vinci Code, and he has more to do — in cinematic 
terms, anyway. The whole plot unfolds over the course of one hectic 
evening; four cardinals have been snatched from the Vatican and 
hidden all over Vatican City, and one of them will be killed each hour 
until midnight, at which time an anti-matter bomb will go kaboom and 
take out Vatican City "and some of Rome as well." Whew! Hanks is in 
good shape this time out, and he sure needs to be. Langdon is a good 
swimmer with good breath control, the latter of which will help him not 
once but twice. 

Like The Da Vinci Code, which in Dan Brown's bibliography 
came second but in film chronology comes first. Angels & Demons is a lot 
of religioso hugger-mugger involving vast conspiracies, powerful old 
men left to die laborious deaths, and a skulking assassin (Nikolaj Lie 
Kaas) who kills pretty much everyone he looks at. We're to understand 
that the Catholic Church is under siege by members of the Illuminati as 
revenge for what the Church did to them centuries ago. The kidnapped 
cardinals and the anti-matter bomb come into the picture just as the 
Pope has given up the ghost, but did he expire of natural causes or could 
it be ... murder! 




The ticking-clock plot gives Angels & Demons more urgency 
and muscular structure than The Da Vinci Code, which comprised mostly 
scenes of Tom Hanks sitting around reading things and then sitting 
around telling skeptical people about what he'd read. The Da Vinci Code, 
which took as a given that Jesus Christ wasn't actually the son of God, 
had only its ready-made controversy going for it, but there's not very 
much in Angels & Demons that Catholics will be buzzing about over 
coffee after Mass. Indeed, the Catholics are in Trouble, and Langdon 
keeps swinging into action to save them. That he's not a believer makes 
his quest more credible — cardinals or not, these men are people and 
don't deserve to be crucified upside down in a fish tank full of Illuminati 
lobsters, or whatever. 

Ron Howard, returning to the director's chair of this franchise, 
keeps things moving and gives Hanks some room to be likable. Howard 
still can't really do action; the aforementioned scene in the airtight 
Vatican archive is pretty slack, and we assume Langdon's companion 
in the room has died until we see him outside later catching a grateful 
smoke. The last half hour or so hip-wades into too much exposition, 
and I'm still not sure exactly what role Ewan McGregor's earnest priest 
plays in it all. (I mean, I know, but am not sure how all the pieces fit.) But 
it's fun to watch Tom Hanks hoof it all over Vatican City for two hours, 
trying to save some cardinal from being licked to death by Illuminati 
puppies, or whatever, and since there's going to be at least one more of 
these things, it's good to know this second one wasn't a complete waste.
